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lines shall be set upon the boundary line of
such highway, and in such a manner as not to
interfere with the use of such highway by the
public; and all wires strung upon such posts
or poles shall be not less than twenty-four
feet above the ground, at all public, private
or railroad crossings, and not less than four-
teen feet above the ground at all other places.

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and
be in force from and after its passage and
publication.

(Published March 27, 1895,
CHAPTER 85.

AN ACT to define the time “nighttime” when
used in any statute, ordinance, indictment
or information.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
septite and assembly, do enact as follows:

Term -night. SE(TION 1. The time “nighttime” when
ime™ defloed. . . . .
used in any statute, ordinance, indictment or
information in this state shall be deemed to be
the time between one hour after the sunset-
ting on one day and one hour before sunris-
ing on the next day; and in all cases the time
of sunsetting and sunrising shall be ascer-
tained according to mean time in the place
where the term may be used, as given in any
published almanac.

SEcTioN 2. This act shall be in full force
and effect from and after its passage and
publication.
